I have often thought,and ſaid, that it muſt 
be ſome extremity that would re&tifie this 
Kingdome:and when that extremity did come, 
it would bee a great hazard, whether it would 
prove a remedy Ora ruine 5 weeare ſure that 
the greateſt part of our Country is undone for 
the want of free Trade , and the priviledges 
which formerly wee had therein, by Trading 
betweene Exglandand us,& for a better Com- 
merce and Enter-courſe betweene this King- 
domeand Ezplazd,and that it may bee lawfull 
to Trade and tranſport Goods and Commo- 
dities from this Kingdome into England , as 
formerly we have done, and they to uſe with- 
out any let or hinderance by each KX:2gdome, 
which 1s our defires.

Scandalous cothe Turk, and toche Heathen alſo, It may be 4 
meanesto make the Heathen like bis ſuperſtition the berter, with 
which we doeſo dangerouſly comply, at leaft in ourward apper- 
tance; andtro confirme and promote the Turk in his 
of the profefſion of Chriſtianicy, Ir is the jodgement 'of ther 
learned Spaniard I before named z Muchoy Mdoros, Twrtes, Y 
Indies ſe converts jana Chriſto, ſi non fuere Por la offenſa, y eſcane 
dalo de lus Imagmes, many Moors, Turks, atid Indians mi

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their dangerous and pernicious effes ; and there is a Rrong, 
though kilent, difluafweneſle in chem to make many ſtand Nm 
of ſrom Chriſt, aod ro abominate the ſervice ofthe Lord, But 

echaps you will ſay,this is countcrvailed by ſome good that 

ring with them. 1 mult conſeſſeie is juſt,that we ſhould conli-

And as little helpfull are they to Preachers; They can neither 
inſpire, nor enlighten, nor inflame their hearts with holy zeal 
in thepreachir:g of the wyrd, nor open urto them a deore of ut; 
ecrance; for tow ſhould they open his mouth, fince they cannot 
their owne? And they haverem arguſtem d'ms, that mult ſeck 
unto.them for matter to furniſh our cheir Sermons; neither are 
they able co furniſh them with any excellene ſuffe, unleſle they 
would makeuſeof them tor the arc of memory, which I doubt 
would prove but of little ayaile to them, And if Imnifake not, 
windowes andpillars may feryeas well. 

But what? are they behoycfull ro men intheir Prayers, and 
divine worſhip > They may be robbers of God indeed herein, and

doubred ) of purpoſe before them. /wiian the Apoſtate, to en- 
ſna;ethe Chriſtians to Idolatry, or at leaft to draw them imtothe 
imputation of it, ſet up his Idols upon his owne PiRure; thar if 
they bowed, and gavecivill reſpect ( as was accufiomed itſeems) 
tothe repreſentation ofthe Emperour, they mightthen be taken

and frame our ations by, All chings are not to be turned upſide 
downeupon every inconyenience that may be apprehended in a 
haw, whether it bee Ecclefiaſticall or Civill, For befides tha 
there are few that ate fic Judges of a Law ; That may be unlaw- 
full for the Governour to command, which yer is not unlawful 
but expedient for meto obey, being commanded, As it was un- 
hawfull for Pharach to command the children of //ael to make 
brick without ſtraw, as being tyrannous, and ſo finfull in him; 
but it was not unlawfull, but rather commendable in them to 
obey it, as farreas they coulde And S. Par! will haye ſervants to 
be obedient untotheir Maſters, though they befroward and per» 
yerſe. Indeed if they doeenjoyne me to doe any thing whetein 
I ſhould offend againſt Gods lawes in the leaſt degree, no pre. 
rence of any, though never ſo many or fo great good ends, muſt 
make me withdraw my allegiance from him, and pay itto hu- 
mane powers. Theauthority of all men is limited, and fo muſt 
cur obedience to them be alſo. The ſupreme power of God is 
the foundation of all authority ; and therefore our dury unto 
that muſt bepreferred in the firſt place, and withour all leave of 
Exception whatſoever. Peace muſt not be maintained with the 
ruines of Piety and Truſt. And any Scandall to my brother 
muſt rather be admitted, than I ſhould prevent it without Gods 
leaye, The ruleof Maſter Calvin is good here: Sicut libertas 
chariati, ita charitas fidei ſubjictenda eff, Yet in this caſe 
I aim to diſobey as modeſtly and oftenſeleſly, and with as muck 
thew of reverence to the Governour, as may Aland with our 
duty unto God : yet reſolutely too, nor faintly, or fearfully 
but as the three Children unto Nebnchadorezar, Dan.

Then in cafe we can- 
notobey, we ought notto reſiſt bur ſuffer; and yeeld a paſſive 
obedience where we may not yeeld an ative one, according 
20 the rule of Gods word : They that reſiſt ſball receive 
unto themſelves damnation; and anſwerably to the practice 
of thePrimitive Chriſtians, as we may ſee in that notable 
example of the Theban Legion , mentioned by Grorins de 
Inre Bell, 0:1t of Enſebins, who when they were commanded 
by Maximianns to worſhip his Idobs, being Chriſtians, they 
conftant'y denied to _ his command: but when herequi- 
red their lives, they ſubmitted without refiftance, though 
they were a ſtrong Legionof valiant ſouldiers. 

But] am yet in generals, and generals are clouds : mote 
clearly and particularly therefore. 1 willingly ſubmit to the 
preſent Government of the Church in ©11 parts ſpecified in 
the Oath by Archbiſhops, Biſhops, Archdeacons, and 
Deanes; and wiſh them fo well, that 1 defire they may: 
never moulder away in corruptions, that may make them 
juſtly odious to the people, er bring any diſrepure upon 
them, that may bee deftruRive to their Eminencie, I cnvie 
nut their Honours , but praiſe-the bountie of Chriſtian 
Princes therein ; yer I wiſh they may bee mor: glorious in 
holneſſe and pictie tham in outward fare and dignity, That- 
their honours may bee more adorned by chem, than they by: 
their honours; that che raies of their excelling yertues may 
eyen dimme and overcome the ſplendor of their outward ad- 
Ci!Jons, and that they be above others more in goodnefle, 
than in greatneſſe; and not ſo much sffeRche one, as to neg-- 
let theotherz nor feed the one ſo much, ns to ſtaryethe other: 
”e filia devores matrem, & deverata matre, devoret etiam 
ſeyſam : you may eafily perceive'there is ſome dangerof 't,. 
Iwiliingly ſubmit ro their Authoritie; and wiſh it may bee 
lo moderated by Piety and Gharity, that it may befathe-ly, 
not deſpoticall, much leffe tyrannicail ; not as Lords oyer- 
Gods: 
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Gods heritage, but as Stewards of the manifold graces '&f 


God, charthey may manage all things with Chriſtiancom. 
paſſion, and puniſh others, whenthey muſt needs doe ir,with 
ſuch hearts as are ready even to ſuffer with them intheir cor. 
reQions, like a tender mother that will weep when ſhe is 
driven to chaſtiſe her child; like S; Pas, in whole language, 
( as a lea"ned man obſeryeth) to bewaile, and to corre, 
ſcemcth to have been all onc, 2 Cor, 12, 21. 7 feare, ſaith 
he, that when 1 come againe, my God will humble me amen 
ou, and that I ſhall bewaile many that have ſinned already, 
and have not repented of their uncleanneſſe, ana fornication, 
and laſciviouſncſſe, which they have committed, Surely, 
the cenſures of the Church, and Church<men, ſhould bee 
pronounced rather with teares,than fury , rather with fighes, 
than ſupercilious frownes, that their love and pity to mens 
perſons may ſhinc inthe midſt of cheir greareRt ſeveritie, that 
they may ſee that they are armed, not againli them, bura« 
gainſttheir offenſes; andſo, as much as may be, maketheir 
puniſhments lcye'y eyen to the ſufferers. of them, I wiſh 
that they may wcigh out the juſtice of Diſcipline, and cor- 
retion roo with an equal] hand, bending themfelyes moſt 
2gainft thoſe offences which are moſt agaiuſt God, and not 
uniſh che weak and ſcrupulous ( which bath- moreneedotf 
binding up than lancing, more need of Cordials, than Cor- 
rofives) 2s the ſtubborne and perverſe : nor-the omiſhon 
of an indifferent Ceremony , as thetramplivg upon theLaw 
of God it ſelfe. Never let ic be heard in our Iſrael, tharrhe 
lawes and iaventions of men, though harmelefle, though 
conveni: nt, aud wholeſome, are more valued than the im» 
mediate lawes of God himſeife, There is greater Scandal! 
many times ( it is doubt ,) in ſuch method and manner 
puniſhing, than that is whichthey prerend tore:nove. I des 
fire that their Authoricie may be ſupported by thoſe pillacs 
of Learning, Zeale, Holineſle, Indiftrie, Meeknefſe, Cv» 
rag?, 2nd Humilitie ; which may be like the ſeycn pillars 
of the houſe of Wiſedome: whichthey ſhould be. 
Of Learning, that chey may bee ſhining Lins; [40] 
ill uktrare

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ileftrate the dark places of the earth. 

Of Zeal, that they may be burning and ſhining Lights 
like [ob» the Baptiſt, to prepare the way of the Loxd in cas * 
Soules. 

Of Piety and Holineſſe, that they may ſhine in their lives 
as well as in their doctrines; and their. whole converlation 
may be a continuall yifible Sermon unto Gods people. 

Of Induſtry, that their light be not hid /## modio deſidic, 
butthact they may be like (tarres in the firmament, as well 
of the bigger 2s of the leſſer magnitude, orderly and con» 
ſancly fulfilling their courſes, and imparting thei benigne 
aſpects unto one another, and-their ky hk influences 
unto the people in the Church; not forgetting thoſe maine 
and apoſtolicall works of prayer, and' preaching the word, 
oftcring incenſe, and drefſiag the lamps, the moſt glorious 
patof their funRions. Surely, howſocyer ſome may miſtake 
it, 2 Biſhop is moreſplendid, and more like an Apoſtle in a 
Pulpit, than upon the Throne, as ſomeſtileit. 

Of Meekneſſe, that jt may never be laid of them, as S.Pau 
ſpeaketh of himſclfe when he was Sd , concerning zeale * 
perſecuting the Church, Thatthe feryour that 38 in chem my 
bea gentle, nota ſcorching flame : nec like the hear of a fever, 
todiftemper and defitoy ; bur like the naturall heat of che 
bodyto preſerve and nouriſh ; that ic may be a fire of cha- 
ky, not any immoderare fervour in them; and that it may 
be with them, as with God;.thac money may full be more 
eminent than judgement, .cſpecially in their owne-cauſe. I 
wiſh they may remember thatof L554 to Auguſtus, nibil 
firiofn Principe impiene laſe, It is glory that ever de» 
cryes tf be conſpicuous amengR us, that 1s ſaid co have been 
obſervable in Reverend Craumer, uoted..to. haye. been ſo

&rine; yer it may be deubrfull, whether it be fitly averred 
of any humane a& abſslately,Thart it containeth all chings 
neceſſary to falyarion ; ſince it is the judgement of one of no 

ſmall note and efteeme with many here 
L. of (anterb, (I beleeve, ) That before the queſtion may 
againfteA. C, fo muck as be admitted, whether a thing 
S,18.p,12x. containeth all things neceſſary to falya. 
tion, it muſt be granted to be of divine in-

I. As Ambignm :; whereas an Oarh ought to bockas 
being 
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being a bond of to ſtriAt a nature, and ſo great a for eicure, That 
every man ought co be ſure of the tenour of the obligation 
ere he enter into it; fince a mans whole eftate ofhappineſle 
both in preſent poſſeſſion, and in future hopes and expe» 
tion, yea the ſoule ir ſelfe, and that crernall inheritance wee 
look for in anather world, is as it were tyed oyer for the per- 
formance. Now this ſeemeth to be fullof ambiguity: 

Ambiguous in the meaningand extent of the word Do- 
frine : fince I take it, itis not fo cleare, but it may be doub- 
ted, whether that only is here meant, which is contained in 
the :9 Articles, or that alſo in the Homilies, the publick 
Catechiſme, and the Apology of the Church of Ergland: 
and there hath been ſome controverſie of the Articles them. 
ſelves, ſome, or one of them ; and others haye been diverſly 
interpreted ro ſerve the turnes of Arminians, and thoſe that 
have been diſ-affeRtedro thecrue ſenſe of them. 

Ambiguous in the meaning and extent of the word Ds/cs- 
plme; whether it be to be underſtood only of that which is 
contained in the ordinary book of Canons in our Church, 
and the Rubrick in the Gommon prayer book ; or whether 
of ſomeocher Rules before given inthe time of King Henry 
the eighth, King Edwardche fixth, or Queen Elizabeth ; os 
whether alſo of che Provincialls of Lizdweed, and of the 
whole Canon lawes of the Popes, where they arc not clearly 
reyoked by Stature.. From which dangerous uncertainties 
I with the Church were delivercd by a ſetled ciitablifhmenc 
of ſome cercaine Rules forthe governmenc thereof, agreeable 
tothe word of God, and ſound reaſon : that we might nor 
be fainetoborrow from the Church of Rowe, and to be go- 
 verned by hywes borrowed from Antichriftz though not Ave 

tichriſtian perhaps, as they are ſeleRcd, and reſtrained here. 
Befides, there is doubt whether the Ds/cipline be tobe taken 
it che full exten of the word, or to be refrained only to the 

Government, as it ſeemes abuſiyely to beercſirained in the 
Oath ; whereas in icdelfe it ismuch larger thanGoyernment x 
znd therefore to make: that rhe excgefi of Ds ſcipline may - 


ſayour, 1 doubr, of Colluſion. And yer ſo it is not alioge-

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ther ſo cleare, what is here meant by Government ; whether: 
we ſweare toit only in reſpect of the Governours, or inxe.

the laſt Synodinthepoint of Excommunication by Lay-men, 
And if the Governours cnly are here meant, then there is 


doubt which and how many they are that are here meane,, 


Eſpecially this Ambiguity is. much encreaſed- by the &c, 
which I neyer remember to have been in the Oath, when it 
was readtous in the laſt Synod: neither am I alone in this 
forgetfulneſfe ; bur the like hath been affirmed by others 
alſo. How it crept in know not, but 1 doe not beleeve, that 
cver befarethis, ſuch an obſcure addition found a roome in 
an Oath : neither doth ir conſiſt with that clearneſſe which 
is required in that which is acknowledged to be ftrid?;ſſims 
Iuris, And though perhaps ſome of the larger fiz'd conſci- 
ences hold it unreaſonable, thar we ſhould querelam offerre 
apicibus verborum ; yer a good Chiiſtian will be nice inthe 
ſmalleft point, where his ſalvation may any way be endan- 

ed. And beſides, I learne from my Saviour, that one jot 
ortittle of his Word ſhall never paſſe away : «bedrentia 1n 
apicibus ſervanda eff. 

Ambiguous alſo, it ſeemes, in the word [ eft4b/iſped] whe- 
ther that only is to be accounted eftabliſhed, which is ſecled 
by knowne and publick Lawes, generally received in the 
whole Church ; or that alſo which by the pretended atithoe 
ritie of ſome particular Govyernouts, hath of late beene 
brought into the Church ;. ſince it runs not [ as #t ſtanas by 
Law eſt abliſted |) ( as for my part, I thoughtic had done; and 
therefore my memory failes me thereto.) but [4s it ſands 
eſt abliſted | and no more; which in a large ſignification 
mighr perhaps tie usto divers Innoyations, which have hcen 
brought in not without ſome ſhew of Authority. 

Ambiguous it is likewiſe in the word-Conſent co whether 
1rtie only from yeelding a conſent tothoſe alterations which

equiyocall,and to be underſtood either of Divine right,or Ec- 
cefiafticall, (as was anſweredin che laſt Synod) then wee 
ſhould admit of Equivocations in an Oath. Butit ſ:emes (if 
well confidered ) to imply a Divine right ; for that clauſe
